Canadian millers to make the attempt. 
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MINNEAPOLIS, April 6. 
The mills rather more than met ex- 
pectations last week as to output, and 
made the biggest run since No- 
vember. This was facilitated by an 
ample water power. The week’s prod- 
uct was 155,400 bbls—averaging 25,900 
bbls daily—against 141,150 bbls the pre- 
ceding week, and 129,100 for the corre- 
sponding time in 1886. These figures 
will probably not be again equaled for 
some weeks. The flour market, largely 
asa result of the uncertainty caused 
by the interstate commerce law, has 
become very much depressed and mill- 
ers on every hand are complaining and 
talking seriously of shutting down to 
await the opening of navigation. They 
are able to get rates quoted only to the 
ee eastern markets, and even 
hese are so high that the advance ne- 
cessitated in flour cuts off pretty much 
all business. There were sixteen mills 
ae noon, probably producing 
23,000 bbis daily, but as several are on 
the point of shutting down, the prod- 
uct will not pth that for the week. 
Comparatively little flour is being sold, 
and much of that made in the next ten 
days is pretty certain to go into store. 
There is some demand for bakers’, but 
patents are unsalable. As to next 
week’s operations, the present outlook 
indicates a heavy curtailment in pro- 
duction, not less than six mills being 
booked to shut down by Saturday. 
The product of these mills, represent- 
ing 5,500 bbls, taken from the present 
output, would reduce the week’s run 
to 100,000 bbls or less. The flour ex- 
ports last week fell off some, but were 
not small.

It has become pretty generally un- 
derstood among local coopers that 
several Minneapolis shops are no long- 
er maintaining the standard of wages 
adopted last October. At that time, 
as an ending of a strike. of considera- 
ble magnitude, the sho both codp- 
erative and boss, — an agreement 
to pay 15c for m g barrels until 
July. The bosses at the time claimed 
that they could not do this without 
oe and the codperatives at the best 
could not. do better than come out 
even, but the contract was pressed up- 
on them and finall to. Not 
ernes weeks ela; thereafter before 
stock began to advance, and, with no 
corsiemr ating a the value 
of Is, e losses of the shops 
were considerable, that of the hand 
concerns sar the heaviest. The co- 
operative people had a —. of levy- 
ing assessments on members asa means 
for makin, oo the deficiency, and 
stock reac such a high point that 

early all were forced to obtain relief 
in this way. The bossshops, however, 
were without this recourse, and were 
compelled to either curtail their busi- 
ness or pocket the loss. One result of 
this was to cause two of the latter 
class of shops to be reorganized on a 

artial codperative plan, thereby ena- 
blin assessments to be made on the 
wduenan to make up for losses. Late- 
ly, however, some of the codperative 
companies have become tired of this 
way of doing business and are now 
quite openly paying off their men at 
a cut. This varies from 1 to5c. But 
to the credit of the two bossshops now 
running, let it be said that they are 
notofthenumber. Inkeeping from the 
public the fact that they are thus not 
getting the wages they are represent- 
ed to it seems to us as though the 
working coopers were standing in 
their own light. They are forced into 
this action by being loaded down with 
contracts to furnish barrels at too low 
prices, and the public should know 
their position. ith stock selling as 
at present, the coopers should receive 
40c for barrels, whereas _ the prevailing 

rice ranges from 34@36c. At the

The following are the views of a zeal- 
ous advocate of placing the coopers of 
Minneapolis on an equality in their 
dealings, and we publish them for the 
consideration of both millers and coop- 
ers: He pro that the coopers fur- 
nish the mill firms for two or more 
years with barrels at actual cost of 
production ; that the millers appoint a 

meral treasurer, whose duty it would 
Fe to collect for all the barrels sold in 
the city, and to purchase all the barrel 
stock, the millers to pay for the barrels 
any price that would meet the cost; 
and should there remain any surplus 
at the end of the term, it to revert to 
each mill firm in proportion to the 
amount of barrels The general 
treasurer should pay to the treasurer 
of each shop 17}c per barrel for all the 
packa; elivered to the mills the 
P ing week, the shops rendering a 
weekly statement, each being required 
to keep account of all matters as at 
present and be responsible for all stock 
received. Each shop should be re- 

uired to pay to the general treasurer 


100 for every cooper employed, which | 4 


would make a capital of about $50,000, 
or in case any shop had not as much as 
that in cash, allow 7 per cent interest 
to be paid on the deficiency, and take 
$2 per week out of the wages of each 
man, when steadily employed, until 
fully paid. This member of the craft, 
who is a highly intelligent gentleman, 
thinks that under an arrangement of 
this kind, the coopers could get along 
in perfect harmony, and that in a few 
months matters would be so regulated 
that the men would have nearly steady 
employment, while the millers would 
be teed the best of work at low 
cost. He urges that the details of such 
a plan could be arranged very easily if 
both sides showed a disposition to fa- 
cilitate it, and that the results could 
not fail to be beneficial to all con- 
cerned. He thinks that the mills will 
this year use about 2,600,000 barrels, 
which at jc per barrel would amount 
to $6,500. Qf the latter $4,000 would 
probably be required for maintaining 
the general office. This leaves $2,500, 
which would pay 5 per cent on the 
general fund. A considerable saving 
could doubtless be made by one man 
having the purchase of all stock. Such 
an arrangement would perhaps raise 
the price of barrels 13c above what they 
are now, but the millers are at present 
getting their packages below cost, and 
could not reasonably object to the ad- 
vance.

Most of the large sales this wee 
have been of spring patents, which 
have been sold as low as $4.85@ 
4.90 for| choice Minneapolis brands, 
with few transactions as high 
as $5. Some _ special brands are 
not offering below $5.10, but the 
trade have so far been able to satisfy 
all of their wants, without they re- 
quired some particular brand, for less 
money. Since the first of April the 
situation has changed, however, and 
under the wen, mg tone to wheat, and 
the higher freight rates which go into 
effect, there are no offerings at the 
extreme low figures of the first of the 
week. Those mills which were anx- 
ious to sell, so that the flour could be 
shipped before the first of the month, 
are now more conservative, while buy- 
ers who were ifrightened into pur- 
chasing, have now their anchor out to 
windward, and are willing to lay 
back and await further develop- 
ments, with less anxiety. Some of 
the mills are still allowing their agents 
to sell fancy spring patents at $5 and 
sales are reported this month at that 
figure, but about $5.10 is the general 
hard pan figure. The weather has 
been horrible, and the country is still 
blocked up with snow, which sadly in- 
terferes with distribution, and to. this 
cause is attributed the general back- 
wardness on the part of the jobbers, 
who do not like to lay in such large 
stocks on speculation.

BALTIMORE NOTES. 


With the bad weather and the con- 
tinued unfavorable ae reports from 
all sections, the markets improved 
considerably for the first few days of 
the week, but owing to the break in 
Chicago, yesterday and to-day, the 
close was but a fraction over last quo- 
tations. Receipts of flour this week 
were 67,214 bbls, and shipments 44,462 
bbls. The flour market is steady, with 
a liberal supply of all grades except 
supers and extras, which are still bad- 
ly wanted. receipts and ship- 
ments are e d for the next few 
weeks on ra made prior to the en- 
forcement of the inter-state commerce 
law. The wheat market continues in 
a very unsatisfactory condition. The 
Chicago May deal retards all trading 
here, as elsewhere. Receipts of wheat 
this week were 175,181 bus and ship- 
ments 266,973 bus. The stock of 
wheat in Baltimore is 399,502 bus 
against 499,223 bus last week, 
and 674,838 bus at the same 
time in 1886. Receipts of wheat will 
be large next week, owing to theheavy 
shipments from the west previous to 
Aprill.

Boston, April6.—The market is in- 
active and the demand limited. Trade 
has been light in the interior, and New 
England dealers have, as a rule, been 
psn very little. There is a fair 
emand for patents on spot, or nearly 
due, but sales for future shipment are 
light. Fancy patents from first class 
innesota coun mills are bein 
freely offered at $5, but in order to ef- 
fect sales of any consequence consider- 
able concessions would have to be al- 
lowed. There is no reason why the 
operation of the new inter-state law 
should affect our market during the 
next few weeks, for but little flour has 
been purchased in anticipation of high- 
er rates under its enforcement, and 
many here look for some reduction 
from present tariff rates. But little 
life has been shown in winter wheat 
flours, the sales having been quite 
light, and the only noticeable demand 
being for low priced, bright, clear 
flours, suitable for pastry work. The 
movement of spring wheat bakers’ has 
also been light, and we hear of few 
sales. There has been more activity 
shown in spring wheat patents than 
for some time previous. At the be- 
ginning of the week some of the 
prominent Minneapolis mills cut prices 
quite liberally, just what their motive 
was not having yet transpired. Sever- 
al sales of good. sized lots ‘‘for ship- 
ment?’ were reported at about $4.85, 
4.90, including both Minneapolis and 
choice country mills. Later on prices 
stiffened up somewhat, and for April

A WISCONSIN MILLER TALKS. 


[Special Correspondence.] 

Watertown is very nicely located for 
milling, as it isa good railroad point 
and has a ten foot fall of water, good, 
jn , nine months in the year. 

e Globe Milling Co. is located here, 
and in its two mills hasa poy of 
560 bbls per day. Henry Mulberger is 
president, with G. May as secretary 
and treasurer. E. May and L. G. 
Quentmeyer are superintendents. The 
mills have an elevator of 40,000 bus ca- 
pacity, which will shortly be increased 
to 60,000. As Mr. May is one of the 
brightest managers in the northwest, 
his opinions on the situation will be 
found worth reading. On being asked 
about the short system, he said: 

“T have given it considerable atten- 
tion and have given Mr. Green, head 
miller of the Empire mill, permission 
to start in on it, if he so desires. It 
will work admirably where a percent- 
age of middlings is not the essential 
object, and as that mill grinds exclu- 
sively soft wheat, and runs largely on 
a straight e, it will give it greater 
capacity. I would not have it in the 
large mill until after a trial, as the mill 
— nothing but hard wheat, and its 

rands have a good reputation, with 
which I cannot afford to experiment. 
The two mills are run as if separate in- 
stitutions, and the hard wheat product 
is strictly what it appears to be. 

“As far as Wisconsin flours are con- 
cerned we have no trouble in disposin 
of them, and to substantiate this I wi 
say that the mills have been oversold 
for three years and although running 
night and day, we have not had our 
books cleared of orders in all that time. 
The flour has not been fooled away, 
either. We buy our hard wheat in 
Dakota, - transit to Milwaukee, and 
~~ that point to the east. Fisher 
& Wise handle for usin Boston and 
our patents command just as good a 
sca as any spring wheat flour made. 

ur cost of manufacture is low, and by 
economy in the mill we manage to 
have the balance on the right side of 
the ledger at the end of the year.”’ 

‘*How do you account for the fact of 
@ prejudice st hard wheat flours 
coming from Wisconsin, as some Mil- 
waukee millers claim?’ 

**T have heard of this prejudice, but 
it is overcome in our case because we 
have ground just as good hard wheat 
as the Minnesota mills, and have kept 
our standard up to theirs. If we were 
not so careful in the selection of our 
wheat, or allowed our hard and soft 
wheat to get mixed, it might be differ- 
ent with us. I go east quite often and 
review the situation there personally 
and find it pays me. The inter-state 
bill is not. going to affect us much, as 
far as we can see. Our rate is advanced 
only 4 cents to the and as 
soon as we get our wheat rate from the 
northwest, we are ready for business. 
Iam a little bearish on the market. 
We may see a 4 or 5 centspurt on May

Technical Superintendence in Milling. 
Several years have passed, says Pest- 
er-L of Budapest, in whaleh the 
stockholders of our mills have been 
a. to content themselves. with 
profits or none, and their hopes 
for improvement in the future are 
therefore weak. When we look on the 
one hand at the depressed state of ag- 
riculture among us, and our unfavora- 
ble producing conditions, and on the 
other hand at the ever growing com- 
tition we have to meet in the mar- 
ets, the question rises whether such a 
despondent view is not well founded. 
And as it can not be assumed that 
those factors which operate to the det- 
riment of our mills will be suddenly 
removed, it is hard to appoint a time 
in which rapid and satisfactory im- 
provement will be manifest in the sit- 
uation. 
Under these circumstances it ma 
not seem wholly superfluous to 
of a matter which for some inex- 
plicable reason been nearly ignored up 
to the present. Werefer to the matter 
of purely technical supervision as re- 
lated to the economy of milling. Is 
this question a erent so closely con- 
sidered and settled even by our great 
mills that they are beyond criticism? 
Or is its importance so small that it 
does not ae poe Jud ing by 
appearances the r supposition is 
e accepted one. At all events the 
makeup of the official force in our 
mills favors such an opinion. While 
the mercantile or commercial portion 
of the business is heavily and carefully 
manned, but sparing provision,or none 
at all except in rare cases, is made for 
overlooking and directing the techni- 
cal department. 


Of course mills, especially large ones, | both 


in spite of their industrial or manufac- 
turing character, are important com- 
mercial enterprises, which must be 
safely and wisely conducted, so that in 
extensive disposal of their product mis- 
takes of a commercial nature shall not 
be made. Thus this side of the busi- 
ness is of much greater importance, 
gouscsity speaking, than the strictly 
technical branch, and the best of ability 
must be furnished to conduct it safely 
and wisely. But it should be always 
remembered that such great manufac- 
turing establishments are filled with 
complicated mechanism, which repre- 
sents not only great first cost, but which 
must be kept steadily in operation at 
constant high expense. Technical man- 
agement, oxical as that may 
sound, is ost lacking. The leaders 
of the actual milling work are thor- 
oughly skilled and competent men, 
but few of them are versed in the 
purely technical requirements of the 


~| work. They do not therefore consider 


these matters as falling within their 
range of duties. 


Such a system of oversight has been 
pursued by our mills with a few ex- 
though of course the latter 
were not among the poorest 
establishments. Apparently this 
been because the attention alread 
gives to the technical part of the wor 

the ordinary mode of running was 
considered sufficient. But herein lies 
a great error, and the results of it are 
now clamoring for attention. Al- 
though long hidden, it now forces it- 
self upon the eye of the trade. Little 
matters of neglect resultant from the 
Yy more or less careless m 
ment show themselves first as a rulein 
increased cost of operation, as well as 
in a higher cost of production. While 
the total is made up of insignificant 
single sums, possibly only matters of 
cents, and is little noticed, item by 
item, at the closeof the yearly balance, 
it becomes a long column footing up 
into many thousands of dollars. 

The good old times of our milling 
gave less need of anxiety over these 
apparently petty matters ofdetail. So 
easily did profits come that there was 
little disposition to consider working 
economy. If sucha method of doing 
business was not fully justifiable it was 
at least, under the umstances, par- 
donable. But for the present and the 
future it is out of the question. It 
must be evident to all that if profits 
are hard tosecure, the cost of produc- 
tion should be reduced to its lowest 
figures, by thorough and _ scientific 





technical supervision. The certainl 
advantages of such a ayetens 


are of ly 

but as m now stands they are no 
to be Of all profits they are 
most secure, and whatever the state of 


trade they can be reckoned on. 

While the facts stated furnish suffi- 
cient reason for care as regards the 
technical part of milling, there is still 
another reason why such care is to be 
d The effort to improve on 
present processes and mechanism, by 
experimenting with new and untried 
methods and dévices, is a universal 
one, but it is especially marked in the 
business of milling. A constant 
stream of new machinery § and 
apparatus is being issued with the 
design to simplify processes, to save 
labor or power, to secure better yields, 
and soon. Now it is certain that 
many, bly the most, of these new 
inventions will not fulfill the claims 
made for them, and that their exist- 
ence will pk very brief. On the 
other hand are those which are so de- 
signed as to be of value, and they can 
not be overlooked by progressive mill- 
ers who wish to keep at the head. 
While it is unadvisable to adopt 
every new invention, it is as lit- 
tle possible to pay no attention 
to novelties. To decide upon the 
merits of the machines as _ they 
are presented is no light oa as 
the zealous energy of inventors, deal- 
ers and builders is exceedingly likely 
to lead an unskilled man to take some 
machinery which is — worthless 
and neglect some of high value. In 
the present official management of our 
mills to whose share does this impor- 
tant task of deciding upon merit fall? 
Certainly not to the business me r, 
because he lacks the technical 
knowledge and because he has not the 
time for it. To expect such judgment 
from the other chief members of the 
office force is equally as futile. Beside 
them remain only the head miller and 
the machinists, both rather subaltern 
—_ to carry out this important 

ik. uch as the services of these 
members of the force are eo they 
should not be called upon to decide 
such big nd matters in which judg- 
ment is demanded both as to theory 
and practice. Only such men as are 
thoroughly educated in the technique 
of milling and schooled by experience 
in ites practice are able to perform such 
an office acceptably. Conscious of the 
oo importance of their office and 
from that close association with 
the actual work which would engender 
prejudice, they are ina tion to de- 
liver unbiased and valuable opinions. 


Many will ask whether our mills are 
not now so perfect that they no longer 
demand improvement. But there is 
no_ techni perfection to be found. 
All processes are capable of im- 
provement. We may go astep further 
and say that while most of our mills 
are well up to the ot mechanical 
standard of excellence, they show a 
lack in the respect of thorough econo- 
my in operation and in reducing the 
cost of production. Here is a wide 
field for the technical superintendent’s 
work. From the storage of the wheat 
to its transportation away as flour, 


there are many mechanical imperfec- can 


tions shown, which through the diffi- 
cult state of the business, become seri- 
ous matters at present. 

Our millers only think of improve- 
ments, as a rule, when trade permits. 
When such a rare state of things does 
come to pass they feel that the altera- 
tions are not urgent, as the flour can be 
sold any way. In this way it has trans- 
sag that the Budapest mills, con 

the general opinion, are not only not 
above praise, but are really outstripped 
in many particulars by western mills.

In answering letters I choose only 
those which I judge have some pub- 
lic interest, those which would interest 
others than the one who writes the 
letter. It takes some little time for 
one of these communications to get 
into print in this form. The matter 
ought to be about two weeks ahead of 
the printer, and then the letters have 
to take their turn. One of the an- 
swers, which is now in the hands of 
the printer, requires considerable en- 

aving. That letter will be about 
our weeks old before it is printed. 
Several weeks ago I received a letter 
from a miller who complained of the 
color of his flour and its general 
muddy condition in the dough. In 
answering it I stated that I believed it 
was on account of the returns in the 
mill. Since this answer was published 
I have received the following. 


Please accept my thanks for the complete 
manner in which you answer my communication 
in the NORTHWESTERN MILLER. I believe your 
diagnosis of my case to be very nearly if not al- 
together accurate. Not pee from yo. as 
soonasI e d to, and thinking my commui- 
cation might not have received any considera- 
tion, I started last week to change some spouts, 
with the object of doing away with some re- 
turns. I have now completed fae to carry out 
your suggestions more fully. object is to get 
a straight ahead system, or rather get as near 
straight as it is possible to make it without add- 
-_ more machinery. As soon asI know the re- 
sult of these changes I will inform you of the 
same. 

In speaking of returns, it appears to meas if 
there was a great deal of misunderstanding as to 
what is meant by the term “returns.” For in- 
stance, you say that tosend stock back where it 
was before is returning, and it is all wrong to do 
so. Then you pe eye the remedy for this b: 
sending this class to a reel by itself to be dusted, 
then the product of this reel can be sent back 
where it came from. Certainly this is returning, 
as Iunderstand the term, but still thisis allow- 
able, because the stock s back in better shape 
than it came from it. Now I contend that it is 
not always wrong to send stock back to the same 

lace it was before, provided it goes back cleaner 

han it came from it. I know this to be right, 
in proof of which I will cite the Ler pk | in- 
stance: I know a mill where they grind all their 
middlings on one pair of buhrs. The stock of 
the buhrs goes to a reel, tail of this reel to puri- 
fier, head of purifier to buhrs, cut off of purifier 
to another purifier, product of which Pe to the 
same buhrs. In this mill they rebolt all their 
flour, tail of rebolter to purifier, whole product 
of ge yd to buhr, where it was before. Now is 
this notas m of returns? It might be said 
that the mill referred to is behind the times and 
don’t do first class work. I would answer this by 
saying that the man at the head of this mill is a 
leader in milling questions. There are plenty 
of the best mills that come in close competition 
with this one, but none exceed it in quality, 
percentage, or yield. Most of the so called mod- 
ern mills do not come near it. I. 8. 


My correspondent states that there 
is a good deal of misunderstanding as 
to what is meant by the term “re- 
turns,’”’ and this statement is what 
leads me to give his letter further 
consideration. I said stock which is 
sent to reels where it had been before 
is returns. It is going back. But 
he is mistaken when he says I 
described a method of sending 
stock which would otherwise be 
returned to a reel where it had 
been before, to another reel, and then 
the product of this reel back where it 
originally came from. What I said, 
in effect, was that this stock which is 
bolted by itself made a grade of flour 
which could go to the clear or bakers’, 
that is, it could be spouted to the 
packer. Thus it is seen that there 
was no idea of sendingit back. Con- 
tinuing, he says: “I contend that 
it is not always wrong to send 
stock back to the place where it was 
before, provided it goes back cleaner 
than itcame from it.” In support he 
cites proof. I would say that I be- 
lieve it is not best to send stock back un- 
der any circumstances, but on the con- 
trary itis pro to keep it movin 
straight ahead. Under the presen 
system of milling, and with separations 
as now understood and practiced in 
many mills, a return is not necessary. 





There is no reason for it. The classifi- 
cation of stock is such that in the 


course of its we the proper dis- 
sition is made of it without a re- 
urn. A miller says he cannot afford 
to dispense with re 8, because he 
has not enough machinery. The 
amount of machinery has Tr to 
do with it. If he can run his mill at 
all, he can runit without returns of 
pes kind. I think I can understand the 
origin of the old return svstem as prac- 
ticed in buhr mills where they had at 
most two or three reels. Say the pro- 
duct of the buhrs wasrun into the first 
reel. In it the bran and middlings and 
all tailed off the first reel and went into 
thesecondand finally came out at the 
endofthelastone. The flourstock from 
the second reel was partially or wholly 
returned to the first, according to the 
_e condition of the flour product. 
served to soften the general vol- 
ume of material that went into the 
first reel; that is, there was a ‘" 
proportion of chop flour in e 
chop than naturally belonged with it 
as it came from the buhrs t. Be- 
ing softer, it would bolt whiter and 
cleaner than it would where there was 
a large proportion of bran init. The 
stock was returned for the purpose of 
keeping the reels loaded, which meant 
keeping the stock soft enough to bolt 
clean and white. Nowallof this could 
be done without a return of any kind. 
If the bran and coarse middlings were 
scalped out of the stock before flour 
was made, the material would be soft 
enough to bolt clean and white with- 
out returns. Thusit is that the return 
system probably had its origin in an 
endeavor to do something which may 
be done in a more direct way, in an 
endeavor to make the stock in the 
reels soft enough to bolt clean and 
white. The direct way would be to 
take out the stock which made it 
sharp, and thus avoid the returns. In 
this way the necessity for it would be 
avoided. By aproper system or ar- 
rangement of — the stock ma; 
be kept soft enough to bolt clean and 
white until there no longer remains 
flour stock to be bolted. As soon as 
the proportion of middlings or other 
sharp material in a reel omes so 
large that it will affect the flour bo ted 
through that reel, then is the time to 


reduce the proportion of sharp mate-| be 


rial by taking outa part of it—in fact 

all that may be taken outand still kee 

the stock soft enough to bolt throug 

the next flour cloth. This was ex- 

plained in the Rough Notes of March 26.

To make this point a little clearer we 
may consider a well known example. 
Take the stock as it comes from the 
middle breaks. It goes to a reel to 
have the middlings taken from it pre- 
sees to making flour. Now say 

at reel is clothed with No. 9 cloth. 
The stock which goes through it goes 
to a flour reel. It is then sort enough 
to bolt clean and bright. Toward the 
end of the last flour reel, which bolts 
that stock the flour looks a little foxy, 
which means that the proportion of 
fine middlings is such as to make it 
bolt sharp and red. This stock ma 
come through a No. 14 cloth and sti 
be unsatisfactory. This merely shows 
that all of the flour has been taken ou 
or at least most of it. If the stock h 
been scalped through a coarser cloth 
than No. 9 there might still be flour in 
this material which was being bolted 
on this part of the reel, and yet have it 
unsatisfactory. This would be on ac- 
count of the unnecessary sharpness of 
the stock, through its having been 
scalped on a coarser cloth, and this

In the case my correspondent men- 
tions, where he says that the tail of the 
rebolter is sent back to the en: is 
then ground, bolted and rebolted again 
and so on forever, I cannot but think 
that it is bad milling. They are not 
doing themselves any good by rebolt- 
ing. The stock which they want to 
e out they are sending back and 
grinding it, so they can get it into 
their flour in. Purifiers do this 
kind of material very little good. The 
fact that this miller is successful at the 
same time that he does this, merely in- 
dicates that it is a good mill on general 


rinciples, and faulty in this detail. 
Fre would certainly do better if he 
would make a change here.

V.—REPUTATION AND ITS EFFECTS. 


Reputation is what the world thinks 
of either person or goods, whichever is 
under consideration. It is a mark of 
credit, or honor, derived from public 
opinion, and is a valuable acquisition 
in any business connection. This ap- 
— of course, to the question in its 
avorable aspect. We have to realize 
the fact that a reputation is to be ac- 
quired which is far from being of any 
benefit to person or thing, still the ef- 
fects are as certain in the leaning to- 
ward evil as is the former for good. I 
aim to treat on the direct beneficial ef- 
fects of a good reputation, together 
with the rise and the possibility of de- 
cay thereof. All men who are positive 
in their actions seek reputation, and 
they are those who know the value of 
such in business transactions. Itis a 
treasure to win, but is as the mirage 
in the desert to some who strive to 
capture it, simply through being not 
only positive, but overreaching in their 
transactions in life, while the cau- 
tiously positive and persevering win 
the point as if by natural business tal- 
ent. The question naturally interpos- 
ing itself here is: Why strive for wide 
celebrity? It is immediately answered 
by the fact that upon its influences we 
invest capital to win profit. Reputa- 
tion influences percentages on capital, 
according to condition, whatever the 
business may be in which the capital 
is invested. It has various degrees, 
however, and by those degrees seeks 
and finds credit monetarily, according 
to the successful exertions of the man to 
bring it into prominence. Its growth 
in most instances is slow, although 
cases are numerous where it has as- 
sumed incredible prominence ina re- 
markably short space of time. Accord- 
ing to the necessities and demands of 
a given public, together with the real- 
ization of the attainments sought after 
in any line of business, so we find the 
degrees of reputation to follow close in 
the wake of successes, ordinary or ex- 
traordinary. 

Here again we must notice an answer 
to the why? Because preference is 
given to goods that are reliable. Busi- 
ness men are wide awake to this fact, 
and require that the output of their in- 
stitutions shall at all times be so supe- 
rior as to preclude any suspicion of 
soiling their reputation. The result is 
that every practical producer is con- 
tinually striving to better his output, 
and guarding the avenues leading to 
the gprs of his already hard 
earned reputation by constant vigil- 
ance and necessary improvements. 

It is not only a fact that preference 
is given to reliable goods through the 
reputation gained for genuineness, but 
that immense volumes of business can 
be prosecuted on small capital, com- 
 eapaarf speaking, as compared with 

ihe needs of similar institutions un- 
blessed by a high reputation. In con- 
nection with the latter thought might 
be mentioned the continuation of busi- 
ness during a dull period, while less 
fortunate competitors are compelled 
to succumb to a cessation of their la- 
bors, and that, too, very often without 
any perceivable depression from the 
regular current price lists. 

The most positive answer to the 
query, however, is: Because it wields 
@ power surpassed only by gold and 
character. Reputation or good will is 
often equal to gold, and in fact be- 
comes a merchantable commodity, so 
that the one thing regarded as its su- 
perior in the eyes of an upright busi- 
ness world is character. 

The difference existing between rep- 
utation and character is this: That 
reputation is what the world thinks of 
us, but character is what we know our- 
selves to be. Character, therefore, is 
the most valuable of all earthly attain- 
per ig. superior even to reputation or 
gold. 

The foregoing remarks apply ve 
enitneiiaalie to the milling Saineae fe 
all its phases, as no other business re- 
quires r20re careful attention to build 
up reputation, or more care.to retain 
it after once acquiring it than does 
that of flour milling. ose who have 
wrought to attain it know how it 
came, and experience the force of the 








above expressions, while endeavoring 
to keep it, when once obtained. 


Viewing those expressions with an 

eye to milling, another interrogation 

resents itself. How should we strive 
win a wide reputation? 


The answer comes in a combined 
form, that is, both practical and finan- 
cial. Practically b _— of suit- 
able raw material or manufacture 
which means, in this instance, sound 
wheat, with which to make sound and 
reliable flour. Nothing short of this 
succeeds in producing the desired pro- 
ducts whereon to build a reputation. 
Margins may be more as rary by a 
mixing process of good and indifferent 
stocks, but margins are not reputa- 
tions, neither are reputations margins. 
Still itis a fact that reputation, when 
well based, often produces good mar- 


gins through the continuous use of Pp 


good stock, whereas poor wheat never 
produced continuous margins in con- 
nection with an unsoiled reputation. 
The two do not mix, but are entire 
strangers, although money is the aim 
constantly in view. 

The stocks being secured the next 
practical step is to manufacture hl 
tematically and understandingly. The 
stake to win being the highest of its 
kind, it would be but natural that an 
operator should study the very best 
system extant, in order to place his 





products on an equal footing, or ahead | 
of his competitor’s brands. And while | 
striving to maintain the popularity of | 


its products, the wide awake individ- | 


ual, seeking reputation, allows no ap-| q 


parently valuable idea to pass his way 
unchallenged, and — no pains to 
better his manufacturing plant, by a 
judicious use of his own inventive 
— coupled with all the useful 

ints he can glean or steal from his 
neighbors. Once during my earlier 
life I passed through such an ordeal 
as the one just outlined. My mill was 
not regarded by my neighbors as of 
good enough status to demand atten- 
tion from their pretentious institutions. 
It was in the beginning of the palm 
days of milling, about 1873—the puri- 
fier era. New ideas were daily and 
hourly agitating the milling public, 
and head millers were vying with each 
other to gain the highest point of 
merit by the production of the purest 
flour with the best | gp Rep- | 
utation wasthe goal sought in this in- | 
stance by the two mills referred to, | 
and the insignificant little fellow did 
not stop from getting its ideas intro- | 
duced in tangible form until it had | 
outdistanced its more pretentious rivals | 
by producing the best brands of flour | 
admitted to the New York and Boston | 
markets, producing the required | 
reputation, which on the other hand | 
was assaulted because the ideas im- 
planted in the mill were alleged to 
have been stolen from the pretentious 
individuals. However the reputation 
was won, the ideas to win it were 
forthcoming, and the margins were 
rr enhanced, but at the

ative in its beginnings. The feeling 
then aroused exists even to-day, al- 
though both mills have since been 
razed to the ground by fire. One of 
them has been resurrected from its 
ashes, but its owners are not above 
calumny.

Every avenue of approach ‘has to be 
zealously guarded and managed with 
system and clear understanding.

mand. In order to inspire and retain 
ublic confidence, truthfulness that no 
ingenuity of fraud can successfully 
undermine must be the rule. 

The establishment of these essentials 
is a slow process, generally speaking, 
for the simple reason that it is hard at 
times to establish truth in the face of 
falsehood. Still when the turning 
point is attained, the future being cor- 
respondingly correct, the avenues 
once opened will remain so, as long as 
equity of purpose prevails. The en- 
deavors, therefore, are hedged about 
on all sides, forming one d whole, 
embracing a required faithfulness both 
in goods and characteristics. 

Observing all this care to generate 
and maintain reputation, this ques- 
tion may be asked relative to its 
ecay: What induces decay? The 
avenues to decay of reputation are 
many. Among the number may be 
summed up: Poor stocks, in the shape 
of raw material, inattention to ne- 
cessities, recklessness of purpose, 
trusting to an established name, re- 
gardless of operations practical. But 
one of the main avenues is careless- 
ness and ignorance combined, and 
which proves the destroyer of the 
productions of patience and faithful 
endurance. The only available and

quainted with to retain reputation and 
restige, when once obtained, is to fol- 
ow old Davy Crockett’s adage, viz: 
“If you want a thing done at, let some 
one doit for pe But if you want it 
done well, do it yourself.” This is 
the sense of it, if not the exact lan- 
guage.

Harnessing Niagara. 


A bill has been introduced into the 
Ontario legislature praying for an act 
to incorporate a joint stock compan 
to be called the Niagara Tunnel 
Water Power Co. of Ontario. The 
capital is placed at $500,000, with pow- 
er to increase the capital stock. The 

titioners are the corporation of the 

wn of Niagara Falls, Ont., besides 
many citizens of that place and else- 
where, considerable American and 
English capital also being represented. 
The project is to utilize the natural 
water power afforded by the falls and 
the waters of the Niagara and Chippe- 
wa rivers, by constructing and opera- 
ting a hydraulic tunnel from some 

point on the west bank of the Ni 
ra river above the falls, or from the 
Chippewa river to someother point on 
the west bank of the Niagara river. 
The bill empowers the company to 
erect all the necessary buildings, and 
to supply manufacturers and others 
alon e route of the tunnel with wa- 
ter by hydraulic, electric or other 
power, for any purpose, by cables, 
liances. The
